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SUMMARY 

Prospects  favor  a  moderate  increase  from  1970  in  egg 
production,  and  smaller  broiler  output  early  in  the  year 
and  larger  later.  Moderately  lower  prices  are  likely  for 
poultry  and  eggs  through  mid-1971. 

Egg  output  is  expected  to  average  2  to  3  percent 
larger  in  the  first  half  of  1971  but  may  shade  down  to 
near  year -earlier  levels  in  the  closing  months.  The  laying 
flock  as  of  January  1  this  year  was  up  nearly  3  percent. 
However,  the  number  of  pullets  3  months  old  and  older 
not  yet  laying  was  down  3  percent.  Also,  the  hatch  of 
egg-type  chicks  in  late  1970  and  early  1971  tapered  off. 
Thus,  the  laying  flock  probably  will  decline  more  than 
seasonally  during  the  first  half.  The  rate  of  lay  on 
January  1  was  up  nearly  1  percent  and  likely  will 
continue  above  last  year  as  a  result  of  a  younger  more 
productive  flock.  More  pullets  entering  laying  flocks  and 
increased  culling  of  old  flocks  in  recent  months  have 
substantially  reduced  the  average  age  of  the  laying  flock. 

Egg  prices  to  producers  in  early  1971  have  been 
sharply  below  a  year  ago.  Prices  are  expected  to 
continue  below  year-earlier  levels  in  coming  months  but 
the  gap  will  narrow.  Egg  prices  to  producers  in 
mid-January  averaged  36  cents  a  dozen,  down  more  than 
2  cents  from  December  and  17  cents  below  January 
1969.  Prices  in  January-March  may  average  more  than  a 
fourth  below  the  48  cents  for  the  first  quarter  of  1970. 
Spring  prices  likely  will  decline  seasonally.  Prices 
probably  will  strengthen  during  the  summer,  and  in  the 
fall  may  average  near  a  year  earlier.  Larger  egg  supplies, 
reduced  use  of  eggs  for  hatching  purposes,  and  larger 
supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods,  particularly  pork, 
likely  will  hold  egg  prices  below  year-earlier  levels 
through  the  summer  of  1971.  But  the  downward 
pressure  will  be  limited  by  expected  strong  demand  for 
shell  eggs  by  breakers  and  higher  consumer  incomes 
during  1971. 

Broiler  meat  output  in  1971  may  change  little  from 
last  year's  high  level.  Output  in  the  first  half  of  1970 
increased  14  percent  then  fell  to  near  1969  levels  late  in 
the  year  and  totaled  a  tenth  more  for  the  year.  Broiler 
producers  in  1970  responded  to  declining  broiler  prices 
and  increasing  feed  prices  by  reducing  the  number  of 
broiler  chicks  hatched  after  August.  Placements  of 
broiler  chicks  for  first  quarter  1971  market  supplies 
were  down  slightly  and  broiler-type  chick  eggs  in 
incubators  on  January  1  were  5  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.  Thus,  broiler  meat  output  in  the  first  half  of 
1971  likely  will  be  slightly  below  year-earlier  levels. 
Output  may  increase  seasonally  next  summer  and  move 
above  year-earlier  levels  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Broiler  prices  in  late  1970  and  early  1971  continued 
below  a  year  earlier  despite  declining  output;  the  big 
increase  in  supplies  of  pork  tended  to  cut  the  demand 
for  broilers.  Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  9  cities  during 
January  this  year  averaged  26.4  cents  per  pound,  more

than  2  cents  below  January  1970.  Continued  large  pork 
supplies  in  prospect  during  the  first  half  of  1971  will 
likely  hold  broiler  prices  relatively  low  despite  a  small 
reduction  in  broiler  meat  output.  Intentions  reports 
indicate  that  the  expansion  in  hog  numbers  is  slowing, 
and  by  late  this  year  pork  supplies  likely  will  be 
significantly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.  Thus,  barring  an 
overexpansion  in  broiler  output  in  the  second  half, 
broiler  prices  likely  will  strengthen  after  midyear  and  by 
late  summer  or  fall  average  above  a  year  earlier. 

Broiler  production  costs  increased  sharply  in  the  last 
half  of  1970,  largely  because  of  the  higher  feed  costs 
resulting  from  the  small  1970  corn  crop.  Costs  will 
continue  high  at  least  through  the  first  half  of  1971. 
Subsequent  feed  costs  will  be  largely  determined  by 
prospects  for  and  results  of  the  1971  crops. 

Higher  turkey  prices  during  most  of  1970  may  result 
in  a  moderate  expansion  in  the  1971  turkey  crop  despite 
sharply  higher  feed  costs.  Turkey  meat  output  in  the 


first  half  of  1971  will  be  substantially  above  the  first 
half  of  1970.  Poult  production  in  September-December 
1970,  indicative  of  slaughter  supplies  in  early  1971,  rose 
48  percent  above  the  same  months  a  year  earlier.  In 
addition,  eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1  were  up  18 
percent. 

However,  the  1971  turkey  crop  will  depend  largely 
on  poult  production  during  the  seasonally  heavy 
March-July  hatching  period.  This  period  usually 
accounts  for  about  three-fourths  of  annual  poult 
production.  Turkey  growers,  as  of  January  1,  indicated 
plans  to  raise  1  percent  fewer  turkeys  than  in  1970. 
Intentions  reports  have  been  a  fairly  good  indicator  in 
most  years.  For  the  1971  crop  to  decline,  poult 
production  would  have  to  drop  sharply  to  offset  the 
increased  poult  output  since  August  1970. 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  turkeys  through 
mid-1971  likely  will  average  moderately  below  last  year. 
Turkey  meat  and  pork  supplies  will  be  up  substantially. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


EGGS 

Review  of  1970  and  Outlook  for  1971 

Production— Egg  production  last  year  totaled  193.7 
million  cases,  1.2  percent  above  1969.  It  was  nearly  3 
percent  larger  in  early  1970,  dropped  to  below 
year-earlier  levels  by  around  midyear,  then  recovered 
and  was  2.5  percent  larger  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  larger  production  in  1970  resulted  mainly  from  a 
1  to  2  percent  larger  laying  flock  throughout  the  year. 
The  rate  fell  below  year-earlier  levels  in  February  and 
remained  lower  through  October,  then  was  nearly  1 
percent  higher  in  December,  but  averaged  lower  for  the 
year. 

The  laying  flock  increased  less  than  had  been 
expected,  largely  because  of  a  sharp  increase  in  culling  of 
older  flocks.  There  were  sharply  more  egg-type  chicks 
hatched  in  the  first  half— chicks  that  would  provide 
pullets  for  entry  into  the  laying  flock  as  replacements  in 
the  second  half  of  1970.  But  slaughter  of  egg-type  hens 
in  Federally  inspected  plants  during  July-December 
1970  totaled  about  71  million,  22  percent  more  than  the 
relatively  low  slaughter  in  the  same  months  of  1969.

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A  2.6  percent  larger  January  1  laying  flock  and  a 
higher  rate  of  lay  should  lift  first  half  1971  egg  output  2 
to  3  percent  above  the  first  half  of  1970.  But  the  size  of 
the  laying  flock  will  probably  decline  more  than 
seasonally  during  the  first  half  of  this  year  as  a  result  of 
the  slowdown  in  egg-type  chick  hatch  during  the  last 
half  of  1970.  Thus,  egg  production  may  about  equal 
year-earlier  levels  in  the  closing  months  of  1971. 

Hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  on  January  1,  1971, 
totaled  335  million— 2.6  percent  more  than  a  year

earlier.  However,  the  number  of  pullets,  3  months  old 
and  older  not  yet  laying  was  down  about  2  million  to  47 
million.  The  January  1  flock  was  larger  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  where  a 
slight  decline  occurred.  The  largest  increase  was  in  the 
West  where  layer  numbers  increased  8  percent. 

The  rate  of  lay  likely  will  stay  above  a  year  earlier  for 
most  of  1971.  On  January  1  it  was  up  nearly  1  percent. 
In  addition,  the  large  number  of  pullets  entering  the 


laying  flock  and  increased  culling  of  old  flocks  in  recent 
months  have  substantially  reduced  the  average  age  of  the 
flock.  A  younger  flock  is  usually  a  more  productive 
flock. 

Egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  July-December 
usually  enter  the  laying  flock  the  first  half  of  the 
following  year.  The  July-December  1970  hatch,  down 
sharply  from  the  first  half  of  the  year,  was  also  2  percent 
below  the  same  period  of  1969.  Thus,  the  number  of 
pullets  available  for  flock  replacements  through 
mid-1971  will  drop  slightly.  Based  on  weekly  hatch 
reports  for  California,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Mississippi,  and 
Washington,  the  hatch  of  egg-type  chicks  during  January 
1971  was  about  a  tenth  below  last  January  and  will 
likely  remain  lower  through  midyear.  Eggs  set  in  these 
States  during  the  last  3  weeks  of  January  were  about  12 
percent  below  a  year  ago. 

Culling  of  old  flocks  may  drop  in  1971  as  the  sharply 
increased  culling  during  recent  months  likely  removed 
many  older  birds  that  normally  would  have  been 
replaced  later  in  1971. 

Prices— Producers'  egg  prices  in  1970  averaged  37.9 
cents  a  dozen,  2  cents  below  1969.  First  quarter  prices 
were  relatively  high,  nearly  7  cents  above  the  first 
quarter  of  1969.  Prices  in  the  spring  and  summer 
averaged  sharply  below  winter  levels  but  only 
moderately  below  a  year  earlier.  Prices  in  the  fall 
remained  near  summer  levels  but  12  cents  a  dozen  below 
the  relatively  high  levels  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

Egg  prices  during  the  first  3  quarters  of  1971  will 
likely  continue  below  year-earlier  levels.  Winter  prices 
probably  will  be  down  at  least  a  fourth  from  the  48 
cents  a  dozen  received  by  producers  in  the  first  quarter 
of  1970.  Spring  prices  should  decline  seasonally  in 
contrast  to  the  sharp  decline  in  1970,  and  average

moderately  below  last  spring.  A  pickup  in  the  summer 
would  lift  the  average  to  near  a  year  earlier  in  the  fall.  In 
addition  to  larger  expected  egg  production  through  next 
summer,  egg  prices  will  be  under  pressure  from  larger 
supplies  of  other  high-protein  foods.  However,  expected 
strong  demand  for  shell  eggs  by  breakers  during  this 
period  will  lessen  the  pressure  on  shell  egg  prices. 


Declining  egg  prices  in  1970  contrasted  with 
increasing  costs  for  feed  and  other  production  items. 
Prices  paid  by  producers  for  laying  feed  in  1970 
increased  from  $82  a  ton  in  January  to  $87  in 
December. 

Falling  egg  prices  and  rising  feed  costs  resulted  in  a 
lower  egg-feed  ratio  during  much  of  1970.  The  ratio  in 
December  was  8.8,  down  sharply  from  the  very 
favorable  13.5  ratio  of  December  1969.  The  cost-price 
squeeze  shows  no  sign  of  letting  up  for  several  months. 
The  reduced  1970  corn  crop  and  strong  demand  for 
soybeans  will  hold  the  cost  of  laying  rations  relatively 
high  through  at  least  mid-1971.  Acreage  and  progress  of 
1971  feed  crops  will  have  an  important  bearing  on  feed 
costs  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  Prospects  for  larger 
1971  corn  and  soybean  crops  could  result  in  a 
downtrend  in  ration  ingredient  costs  late  next  summer 
and  fall.  The  cost  of  most  other  production  items  will 
continue  upward,  but  perhaps  at  a  slower  pace  than  last 
year. 

Utilization— The  demand  for  eggs  weakened  in  1970. 
Shell  egg  prices  were  at  relatively  high  levels  in  early 
1970  but  fell  sharply  after  Easter.  Although  available  egg 
supplies  per  person  were  no  larger,  prices  were  below 
year-earlier  levels  during  the  balance  of  the  year.  Egg 
output  for  the  year  rose  slightly  less  than  the  increase  in 
population,  and  more  eggs  went  for  purposes  other  than 
table  use.  Total  U.S.  civilian  consumption  of  eggs  during 
1970  increased  about  1  percent.  But  consumption  per 
person  at  315  eggs  averaged  1  egg  less  than  in  1969.  Per 
capita  use  this  year  probably  will  remain  near  1970 
levels. 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  shell  eggs  declined  5,000  cases 
during  1970  to  46,000  cases  on  January  1, 1971.  Stocks 
of  frozen  eggs  increased  the  equivalent  of  171,000  cases 
of  shell  eggs  in  1970  to  nearly  1.3  million  cases. 

Demand  for  shell  eggs  for  table  use  likely  will  not 
improve  much  during  most  of  1971.  General  economic 
activity  is  pointed  upward,  indicating  rising  wage  rates 
and  further  gains  in  disposable  personal  incomes.  But 
large  supplies  of  pork  and  other  high-protein  foods  will 
tend  to  depress  the  demand  for  eggs.  Continued  concern 
about  the  possible  effects  of  eggs  and  other  foods  on  the 
physical  well-being  of  the  consumer  may  be  a  minus 
factor. 

Liquid  egg  production  was  larger  throughout  1970 
with  producers  using  18.9  million  cases  of  shell  eggs. 
This  was  17  percent  above  1969  and  accounted  for  9.8 
percent  of  production  compared  with  8.5  percent  in  the 
previous  year.  Larger  expected  shell  egg  supplies  in  1971 
may  be  tempered  by  increased  use  for  liquid  egg 
production,  particularly  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Eggs  used  for  hatchery  purposes  last  year  totaled  an 
estimated  13.6  million  cases— up  0.5  million  from  1969. 
Nearly  all  of  the  increase  was  in  the  first  half.  Use  was 
moderately  higher  for  hatching  both  egg-type  chicks  and 
for  broiler  chicks.  Hatchery  use  accounted  for  7  percent 
of  total  egg  production,  about  the  same  as  in  1969. 
Hatcheries  may  take  fewer  eggs  during  the  first  half  of 
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1971— both  for  broiler  chicks  and  egg-type  chicks. 
Hatching  use  is  expected  to  increase  in  the  second  half, 
particularly  for  broilers,  and  for  the  year  may  total 
about  the  same  as  in  1970. 

Exports  and  shipments  to  American  territories  of 
eggs  and  egg  products  during  1970  totaled  1.5  million 
cases,  shell  equivalent,  up  13  percent  from  1969. 
Exports,  of  minor  importance,  accounted  for  0.5  million 
cases,  while  shipments  were  1.0  million  cases,  compared 
with  0.6  and  0.8  million  in  1969.  Exports  and  shipments 
this  year  likely  will  be  above  1970  as  a  result  of 
expected  lower  prices. 

USDA  purchased  846,000  cases,  shell  equivalent,  of 
scrambled  egg  mix  in  1970,  compared  with  750,000 
cases  in  1969.  Egg  mix  is  a  dried  product  consisting  of 
51  percent  whole  egg  solids,  30  percent  nonfat  milk 
solids,  15  percent  corn  oil,  and  1  percent  salt.  The 
purchase  programs  was  resumed  on  January  6,  1971. 
Through  January  the  equivalent  of  162,000  cases  had 
been  purchased. 

BROILERS 

Current  Situation  and  Outlook 

Production— Broiler  production  for  1970  rose 
substantially.  Output  of  young  chicken  meat  in 
Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants  totaled  7.2  billion 
pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  up  10  percent  from  1969. 
Output  during  the  first  half  of  1970  was  up  nearly  14 
percent.  Summer  production  continued  near  the  high 
levels  of  spring  but  was  only  9  percent  above  summer 
1969.  Output  in  the  fall  declined  more  than  usual  to 
average  near  year-earlier  levels. 

In  recent  years  around  90  percent  of  total  broiler 
meat  output  has  been  in  Federally  inspected  plants. 
However,  as  a  result  of  the  new  Wholesome  Poultry 
Products  Act,  a  larger  percentage  of  the  1970  broiler 
crop  was  slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection— perhaps 
1  to  2  percent  more  than  in  1969. 

The  number  of  birds  marketed  through  Federally 
inspected  plants  last  year  rose  10  percent  to  a  record  2.8 
billion.  Also,  the  birds  marketed  averaged  a  record  3.64 
pounds  each,  more  than  1  percent  above  1969.  The

Condemnations  during  the  year  averaged  4.2  percent  of 
the  quantity  inspected,  compared  with  4.0  percent  a 
year  earlier. 

Broilers  inspected  for  further  processing  and  cutting 
up  under  Federal  inspection  totaled  2.2  billion  pounds, 
ready-to-cook  weight,  nearly  15  percent  above  1969.  Of 
this  total,  about  85  percent  was  cut-up  in  plants,  the  rest 
went  for  processing  beyond  the  cut-up  stage.  This  was 
about  the  same  as  in  1969. 

Current  indications  for  1971  point  to  smaller  broiler 
production  for  the  first  half,  but  more  for  the  second  half 
relative  to  1970.  And  output  for  all  of  1971  may  total 
about  the  same. 

Weekly  broiler  chick  placements  have  declined  in 
recent  months,  averaging  below  year-earlier  levels  since 
the  first  of  September.  In  addition,  the  broiler  hatchery 
supply  flock,  based  on  pullet  chicks  placed  7  to  14 
months  earlier  reached  a  record  high  in  January  1971.  It 
has  been  declining  however,  and  probably  will  be  below 
a  year  earlier  by  midyear.  Monthly  pullet  placements  for 
the  hatchery  supply  flock  generally  have  lagged  the 
previous  year's  since  April  1970. 

In  response  to  depressed  broiler  prices  and  rising  feed 
costs  in  recent  months,  producers  may  keep  production 
below  last  year  during  the  first  half  of  1971.  Last  half 
production  may  move  upward  in  contrast  to  a  year  ago 
when  production  was  down  sharply  from  the  high  levels 
of  the  first  half  of  1970. 

Historical  relationships  between  the  ratio  of  feed  and 
chick  costs  to  broiler  prices  and  the  change  in  broiler 
production  the  following  year  would  suggest  an  increase 
of  around  5  percent  in  output  this  year.  (See  figure  1). 
However,  production  likely  will  increase  less  because  of 
sharp  increases  in  feed  prices  in  recent  months  and 
expected  large  pork  supplies  in  the  first  half  which  will 
tend  to  depress  broiler  prices.  Based  on  broiler  chick 
placements,  the  number  of  broilers  available  for 
slaughter  during  January-March  1971  will  be  about  2 
percent  below  the  first  quarter  of  1970.  Also, 
broiler-type  eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1  were  down 
5  percent. 

Prices— Broiler  prices  declined  in  early  1970 
largely  as  a  result  of  sharp  increases  in  broiler  output. 
Prices  continued  below  a  year  earlier  throughout  1970 
despite  a  cutback  to  near  year-earlier  levels  in  broiler 
production  in  the  closing  months  of  the  year.  Larger 
supplies  of  red  meats,  particularly  pork  in  the  summer 
and  fall,  depressed  broiler  prices  and  held  them  below 
the  previous  year. 

Wholesale  prices  of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities 
averaged  26.4  cents  a  pound  for  1970,  compared  with 
29.1  cents  in  1969.  Prices  fell  to  a  low  of  22  cents  in 
early  November,  the  lowest  since  late  1967.  Prices 
strengthened  and  averaged  about  25  cents  a  pound  in 
November  and  December.  Prices  in  January  averaged 
26.4  cents  a  pound. 

Lower  broiler  prices  will  likely  prevail  through 
mid-1971.  Prices  may  strengthen  in  the  summer,  and

average  moderately  above  second-half  1970  levels. 
Sharply  larger  pork  supplies  in  the  first  half  will  hold 
broiler  prices  at  low  levels  despite  an  expected  small 
reduction  in  broiler  meat  output.  Pork  supplies  this 
summer  will  continue  moderately  above  a  year  earlier, 
but  supplies  in  the  fall  likely  will  be  smaller. 

Broiler  production  costs  increased  sharply  during 
1970.  Broiler  feed  prices  increased  from  $93  a  ton  in 
January  to  $99  a  ton  in  December.  Most  of  the  price 
increase  was  in  the  last  half  of  the  year.  Falling  broiler 
prices   and   increasing   feed  costs  resulted   in  an 


uniavorable  broiler-feed  price  ratio.  The  ratio  declined 
during  1970  from  3.2  in  January  to  2.4  in  December. 

Costs  of  other  production  items  also  increased.  For 
example,  during  1970  the  index  of  prices  paid  by 
farmers  for  production  items,  including  wages,  interest 
and  taxes,  rose  4  percent. 

Broiler  production  costs  will  continue  higher,  at  least 
through  the  first  half  of  1971.  Feed  costs  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year  will  be  importantly  influenced  by  the 
1971  corn  and  soybean  crops.  Costs  of  most  other 
production  items  likely  will  continue  to  increase,  but 
perhaps  at  a  slower  rate  than  in  the  last  year  or  so. 

Utilization— Increased  production  and  reduced  prices 
spurred  consumption  of  broiler  meat  to  a  record  high  of 
about  38  pounds  per  person  last  year  despite  increased 
supplies  of  other  meats.  Per  capita  consumption  of 
broiler  meat  increased  more  than  3  pounds  to  a  total  of 
38  pounds.  Per  capita  use  of  other  chicken  meat  was 
around  4  pounds. 

Exports  of  young  chicken  and  chicken  parts, 
including  subsidized  exports  to  Switzerland  and  Greece, 
during  1970  totaled  93  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook 
weight,  10  percent  above  the  previous  year.  Exports  of 
chicken  parts  totaled  68  million  pounds,  12  percent 
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above  1969.  Whole  young  chicken  exports  totaled  25 
million  pounds,  up  12  percent.  The  proportion  of  whole 
birds  has  declined  in  recent  years.  In  1970,  about 
three-fourths  of  the  young  chickens  exported  were 
cut-up,  compared  with  about  67  percent  in  1967,  the 
first  year  for  such  data. 

Contracts  were  signed  in  1970  for  the  export  of  12.5 
million  pounds  of  whole  broilers  to  be  shipped  to 
Switzerland  and  2.5  million  to  Greece  at  subsidy  cost  of 
$1.9  million.  This  compares  with  13.7  million  pounds 
for  Switzerland  at  a  cost  of  $2.4  million  in  1969.  Prior 
to  1970,  Greece  was  not  eligible  for  shipments  under 
this  program. 

USDA's  1970  purchases  of  broiler  meat  for  the 
school  lunch  program  totaled  52  million  pounds  at  a 
cost  of  $15.9  million.  Purchases  under  this  program  in 
1969  totaled  50  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $17.4 
million.  Also  in  1970  USDA  purchased  canned  boned 
chicken  equivalent  of  77  million  pounds  ready-to-cook 
carcass  weight. 

Military  purchases  of  young  chicken  meat  in 
January-September  1970  totaled  54  million  pounds, 
down  17  percent  from  1969.  Part  of  this  decline  can  be 
accounted  for  by  changes  in  purchases  from  whole  birds 
to  cut-up  birds  without  necks,  backs,  and  giblets. 


TURKEYS 

Recent  Developments  and  Outlook  for  1971 

Production— The  number  of  turkeys  raised  in  1970 
rose  9  million  to  116  million,  the  largest  turkey  crop 
since  the  record  of  1967.  The  number  of  heavy  breed 
turkeys  increased  8  million  and  light  breeds  by  1  million. 
Heavy  breed  turkeys  accounted  for  89  percent  of  the 
crop,  about  the  same  as  in  1969.  The  number  of  turkeys 
(excluding  fryers)  on  farms  January  1  this  year  was  a 
tenth  larger  and  turkey  breeder  hens  were  up  1  percent. 

Turkey  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected  slaughter 
plants  in  1970  totaled  1.6  billion  pounds,  ready-to-cook 
weight,  up  9  percent  from  1969.  The  number 
slaughtered  was  up  about  11  percent  and  the  average 
liveweweight,  at  18.8  pounds,  was  down  slightly.

Higher  turkey  prices  during  much  of  1970  may  lead 
to  some  further  expansion  in  output  despite  increased 
costs  of  production.  Turkey  meat  output  will  be  up 
substantially  from  a  year  earlier  for  the  first  half.  Poult 
production  during  September-December  1970,  providing 
slaughter  supplies  in  early  1971,  rose  48  percent,  or 
nearly  5  million,  to  14.4  million.  In  addition,  eggs  in 
incubators  on  January  1  were  up  18  percent.  The  actual 
size  of  the  1971  crop  will  depend  largely  on  the 
March-June  poult  production  which  normally  accounts 
for  around  three-fourths  of  the  year's  production. 

The  historical  relationship  between  the  ratio  of  feed 
and  poult  costs  to  turkey  prices  and  the  change  in 
production  the  following  year  suggest  a  5  to  10  percent 
increase  in  1971  turkey  production  (see  figure  2). 
However,  lower  producer  prices  and  increased  feed  costs 
in  late  1970,  combined  with  expected  large  supplies  of 
pork,  may  cause  producers  to  cut  back  on  expansion  for 
this  year. 

Turkey  growers  indicated  plans  as  of  January  1  to 
raise  about  1  percent  fewer  turkeys  in  1971  than  in 
1970.  This  has  been  a  fairly  good  indicator  of 
production  in  most  years.  The  intended  reduction  is  all 
in  heavy  breeds.  A  year  ago  growers  planned  to  produce 
5  percent  more  turkeys  in  1970.  The  1970  crop 
increased  9  percent.  Twelve  percent  more  turkeys  were 
tested  in  July-December  1970  than  in  the  same  months 
of  1969.  However,  the  number  of  turkey  breeder  hens 
on  January  1,  was  more  than  1  percent  above  a  year  ago. 

USDA's  turkey  marketing  guide  for  1971  recom- 
mended a  turkey  crop  of  about  109  million  head,  about 
5  percent  below  the  1970  crop.  The  guide  suggested  that 
a  crop  of  this  size  likely  would  result  in  a  price  above  the 
1970  average  but  perhaps  not  enough  above  to  cover  the 
expected  increase  in  production  and  marketing  costs  in 
1971. 

Prices— Live  turkey  prices  exceeded  year-earlier  levels 
during  most  of  1970  and  for  the  year  prices  averaged 
23.4  cents  a  pound,  1  cent  above  1969.  Prices  in  the  fall

continued  near  summer  levels  in  contrast  to  the  sharp 
runup  in  prices  in  the  fall  of  1969.  New  York  wholesale 
ready-to-cook  prices  for  young  hens,  8  to  16  pounds, 
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Figure  2 


averaged  39.4  cents  a  pound  in  1970,  compared  with 
36.3  cents  in  1969. 

Turkey  prices  in  early  1971  have  been  well  below  a 
year  earlier.  They  likely  will  average  moderately  below 
year-earlier  levels  through  mid-1971.  Turkey  meat 
supplies  will  be  plentiful  during  this  period  of  seasonally 
light  marketings,  January  1  cold  storage  stocks  were  up 
about  25  million  pounds  from  a  year  ago,  and 
production  during  the  early  months  of  1971  is  expected 
to  be  up  sharply.  Turkeys  will  also  face  strong 
competition  with  continued  large  broiler  supplies  and 
sharply  increased  supplies  of  pork. 

Utilization—  Turkey  consumption  in  1970  about  kept 
pace  with  population  growth.  Thus,  consumption  of 
turkey  meat  per  person  was  about  the  same  as  the  8.3 
pounds  per  person  of  1969.  However,  more  turkey  meat 
moved  into  consumption  through  commercial  channels, 
as  USDA  purchased  less  for  the  school  lunch  program 
and  for  needy  people. 

Consumption  of  cut-up  turkey  increased  8  percent 
while  turkey  processed  beyond  the  cut-up  stage  declined 
2  percent.  The  decline  in  further  processed  turkey  meat 


likely  resulted  from  the  smaller  number  of  mature 
turkeys  marketed  in  1970.  The  quantity  of  cut-up  and 
further  processed  turkey  in  Federally  inspected  proces- 
sing plants  accounted  for  43  percent  of  the  total  pounds 
certified  wholesome  in  1970,  compared  with  52  percent 
in  1969.  The  trend  in  recent  years  of  an  increasing  share 
of  turkeys  going  into  combined  cut-up  and  further  proc- 
essing in  plants  likely  will  resume  in  1971. 

Exports  of  turkey  meat  last  year  continued  the 
downtrend  of  recent  years.  Exports  in  1970,  at  35 
million  pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  dropped  5  per- 
cent below  1969.  Most  of  the  decline  was  in  whole  tur- 
keys. Military  purchases  of  turkey  for  January- 
September  1970  were  about  7  percent  above  the  like 
period  of  1969. 

USDA  purchased  35  million  pounds  of  young,  whole 
ready-to-cook  frozen  turkey  for  use  in  school  lunches  at 
a  cost  of  $12.1  million.  This  compares  with  21  million 
pounds  and  7.1  million  dollars  in  1969.  In  addition,  23 
million  pounds,  equivalent  ready-to-cook  carcass  weight, 
of  canned  boned  turkey  was  purchased  in  1970  com- 
pared with  85  million  pounds  in  1969.
